Here we see, set out for sale piles of the 
dry bread-cakes eaten by the natives, sticky sweet¬ 
meats and fruit. Egypt is a land of fruit—oranges, 
lemons, ngs and pomegranates. Other merchants 
may be seen doing their business under the shade of 
an awning.
